The State of lreland. 


The Roman Catholic Hierarchy shares 
the general unhappiness about the present 
state of this country. The Lenten Pastorals 
which were read in the churches yesterday 
make gloomy reading. They discuss labour 
unrest and the intrusion of Socialism— 
even of Bolshevism: “a nice alliance,” as 
Cardinal Logue says, “for holy Ireland!” 
Some of the bishops are much perturbed 
by Sir Edward Carson’s proposal to put 
education on the rates. Others attack‘the 
Government's policy and administration 
in Ireland. Of course, the bishops do 
not accept any responsibility for this 
state of affairs; wearers of the purple are 
as human as other people. In any crisis, 
as Tacitus observes, it is less easy to say 
what ought to be done than to say after- 
wards that what was done was the worst 
thing possible. The bishops lament the 
present tendency towards Bolshevism in 
certain quarters, and the absence of a 
Nationalist Party at Westminster for the 
protection of Nationalist and Roman 
Catholic interests. The chief cause of al) 
these misfortunes was the rapid growth of 
Sinn Fein and its sweeping triumph at the 
General Election. Sinn Fein sailed into 
popular favour on the wings of the anti- 
conscription movement. That movement was 
endorsed and supported by the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy. The Mansion House 
Conference, which sealed the alliance of the 
Church, the Nationalist Party, and Sinn 
Fein for the purposes of resisting conscrip- 
tion, also sealed the doom of the Nation- 
alist Party. It is certain that a very large 
number—perhaps, a majority—of the pre- 
sent followers of Sinn Fein attached 
themselves to it with the sole object of 
averting conscription. The Nationalist 
Party had to perish in order that the 
young manhood of Ireland might stay 
safely at home. Bishop Fogarty says that 
Ireland's escape from conscription was the 
greatest, miracle of Divine intervention 
since the days of Sennacherib. A miracle, 
however, usually requires a sacrifice. On

The Pastorals 
contain several references to the alleged 
seyerity of military law in Ireland.

| spread policy of lawlessness and intimida- 


tion, by more than one murder of the most 
brutal kind, by violent and disloyal 
speeches, by the theft of high explosives, 
and by raids for arms. We venture to 
think that this side of the picture might 
have found some place in the Pastorals. 
We think also that the bishops who com- 
plain of military law might have pointed 
out that it is quite powerless to afftict any 
peaceable and well-behaved subject of tha 
King. : 

We find in these Pastorals too much 
about Ireland’s political grievances, real 
or imaginary, too little consideration for 
the difficulties of the Government, and not 
nearly enough about Ireland’s duty to the 
Government (‘Render unto Cmsar the 
things that are Cesar’s’’), or about the 
pressing problems and opportunities of 
the hour. They do not deal adequately, 
for instance, with the need of public 
honesty. A strong word from the bishops

Food Prices. 

In his speech to the Industrial Confer- 
ence last week the Prime Minister ex- 
pressed his belief that before midsummer 
the weekly cost of foodstuffs to the average 
working-class family ‘would be reduced by 
four shillings. The figures upon which 
Mr. Lloyd George based his estimate are 
published this morning,’ and they en- 
courage the hope that his expectation will 
be fulfilled. As we pointed out last Satur- 
day, the control of certain articles of food 
will be abolished, and the Government 
will enforce a reduction im the price of 
others during the present month. These 
measures, it is stated, will result in a 
decrease of 1s. 10d. in the expenditure 
of the housewife who has to provide for 
a family of five. April and May should 
witness an even more marked reduction 
in the cost. of all essential foodstuffs ex- 
cept bread and potatoes. Meat, milk, 
butter, and cheese, for instance, should be 
cheaper, because it will not be necessary 
for the farmer to stall-feed his cattle to 
the same extent as at present. Fish will 
become more plentiful as the trawlers are 
released from naval service and the fishing 
grounds are cleared of mines, and there will 
be a corresponding reduction in prices. 
The cost of the logf will probably remain 
unchanged until the need for the Govern- 
ment subsidy chas disappeared. The 
Ministry of Food claims that it is doing 
its utmost to effect the greatest possible 
reduction in food prices, Its policy, Mr. 
Roberts has said, is to relax control of a 
commodity as soon as the state of the 
market permits of free competition, which 
will produce lower prices. It is question-

The Army on the Rhine. 


A White Paper dealing with statistics of 
the British Army at home and abroad was 
issued on Saturday. Altogether, apart 
from our Indian Army, there are at 
present two and a half million soldiers on 
the Army establishment. At the con- 
clusion of the armistice the strength of 
our forces was three and a half millions, 
so that a million men have been sent back 
to civilian life within the space of less than 
four months. We are told that de- 
mobilisation is to be continued until we 
have a final force of 952,000 men 
under arms, when the process. will : 
cease. The winning of the war has 
not lessened our military responsibili- 
ties; if anything, it has increased them. 
The defeat of Germany on the field did not 
finish the task of our Armies. The Rhine 
territories have to be guarded; Northern 
France has to be put on the road towards 
reconstruction; British interests have to 
be watched in Turkey and elsewhere; and 
steps have to be taken to safeguard 
Christian minorities in such places as 
Armenia and Georgia, where they are ex- 
to continual attacks. All these 
duties call for men. The old Regular 
Army no longer exists. It lies buried at 
Mons, St, Quentin, and a thousand other 
battlefields of 1914-15. A permanent 
standing Army of “ young contemptibles ” 
has yet to be formed, and, in the mean- 
time, some kind of fransition force has had 
to be found to “carry on.” This is the 
present ‘Army of Occupation. On the 
Rhine we are to have a total force of 
23,600 officers and 380,000 men after 
demobilisation has been completed. This 
Army is not so large as either the French 
or the American Army of Occupation, and 
its presence on the banks of the Rhine 
is the only guarantee we have for the 
assurance of the fruits of victory. Ger- 
many is in an extremely unsettled state, 
and it is by no means impossible that 
British soldiers may be called upon 
eventually to intervene in her civil 
strife. Terrible as this would be, it is 
not the less’ possible, and those who 
are inclined to regard a large Army on 
the Rhine as unnecessary should not for- 
get it. It is essential to the peace of the 
world that Germany shall have a stable 
Government. That Government must be 
in a position to restore order .in the 
country and to inoculate it against any 
future attacks of Bolshevism. Unlesg this 
is effected there can be no peace, We 
have had enough, and more than enough, 
of war; but, if Germany will not, or can- 
not, make peace within her own borders, 
she must be forced, or helped, to do so. 
Germany’s future is important, not only 
from her own point of view, but also from 
those of the Allies in particular and of the 
world in general, The dangers of Central 
European “Russianism” must be elimi- 
nated if we are not to live in perpetual fear 
of anatehy and social chaos. the 
presence of a strong Allied Army at their 
gates will enable the Germans to rid their 
country of the pest of Bolshevism, and this 
Army must be ever on the alert to step i
